Strength of the Volunteer Army. 
AfiinsGTOK, July 26.—Of the iJ6,500 


volunteers authorized by congress 
312,000 have been placed in the field 
nearly all of them fully equipped. In 
a few days the entire volunteer army 
will be thoroughly organized into regi- 
ments, brigades, divisions and army 
corps. The aptitude for military dis- 
cipline and instruction which the vol- 
unteers has evinced has created sur- 
prise nmonfj the representatives of 
foreign frovc-rnments with the United 
States army.
